their goil by a foreign army will not be a siub-
ject of rejoicing with them.

But the crisisistremendons, Ilven I'rance
with all her resources may mot be able to |
cope successfully with it. 'The Prussian
commanders are succeeding by the same |
tactics as those which they found so eflicient
in the Auslrian campaign.  While the enemy |
is laying plans for an advance, they hnrl vast |
wasses of men upon him, and swallow him
up. Thus they gain an inestimable advan-
tage at the omtset of the struggle.

IMPERTINENT INTERVIEWING.

A certain portion of the American press
seem to be bent on doing their worst to make
journalism odious by claiming for journalista
an unbounded license of impertinent interfe-
rence with personal rights and of irresponsi-
ble criticism npon private life, One of the
latest demonstrations of this sort appears in
the form of a pretended *‘interview” between
the correspondent of a radical newspaper and
President Grant on the subject of the Enro-
pean war. The aceonnt is a perfect farrago
of nonsense, in the course of which President
Grant is made to talk of war and history and
foreign politics much as a Japanese idiot might
who had been trying to learn English from a
combined stndy of the special corresponden-e
the London Laily News with Abbott’s “‘Life
of Napoleon." Of counrse, it is entirely certain

| that President Girant, whatever his incapaci-

ties may be for the Presidential office (and, as
our readers know, we think those incapacities
both vast and various), has quite too much
senseé of what is dne (o himself and his high
office to gabble in this fashion with a casual
ferret of the minor press. No sensible person
will for & moment suspect the gibberish of
which wa speak to be authentie. But the mat-
ter, otherwise contemptible, merits notice as
& conspicuous instance of a crescent and a
crying abuse. Only the other day a poor
creature who was hanged in Ohio was “‘inter-
viewed  on the morning of his execution by a
dismal booby who literally noted down and
desciibed the fact that the criminal, in
opening his shirt collar that the executioner
wight measure hisneck for the rope, *‘twisted
his mouth and bead as one does in unfasten-
ing a button!” We quote the very words of
this inconceivable drivel, because they illus-
trate the extreme of imbecility, as the pre-
tended comments of President Grant upon
Bismarck as “‘a swawp angel,” and upon the
Germans as descending from a *‘lot of Hes-
sians hived out by Frederick the Great to
England,” illustrate the extreme of impu-
dence.

of his next neighbor,

In the case of a President of the United
Blates, the outrage must necessarily go un-
Flmishul. except by the voice of the publie.
I'o denounce it, as it ought to be denonnced
in the case of President Grant, is to do but
simple justice to the President, Possibly,
also, it may nerve mens minds to think
whether it really is quite impossible to sup-
press the nuisance altogether,

the country. Napoleon's attempt to pacify

Whoaver plannad
the campaign, the Emperor and not General
Le Beeuf is responsible for its adoption, and
will ultimately bear the penalty of its failure.

We need hardly point out how fearfully :

ominous in this hour of disaster and excite-
ment is the appointment of n National Com-
mittee, with plenary powers to act in all
things concerning the war. It makes little
difference who may be the original members
of this extruordinary body, for if they fail to
satisfy the people, the people will be snre to
have them changed. It makes little diffar-
ence how moderately they enter upon their
functions, for if affairs continue to go ill
they will be swept along Ly the torrent of
popular indigoation. We do not believe the
Bonaparte dynasty will withstend another da-
feat; we question whether it has not already
received its death-blow. The impending con-
flict at Metz threatens to involve not only the
issne of the German war, but the existonce
of the Napoleonic empire, and the National
Comwmittee, which begins its labors as the
anxiliary.of a threatoned despotism, may find
itself in a few days the governing power of a
revolutionary republie.

published yesterdsy, he made his assumed
profession the means of perpetrating the
capital erimo for which he is nunder sentance
of desth. Who that loves justice and would
protect society will listen longer to his da.
